Phlegma+- 
rick, which is cold and morſt, Thirdly, Cho- 
lerick, which is hot and dry. Laſtly, Melan-

Ecauſe the Effetts of the Stars are diver 
and various, in producing mirth or miſe- 
ry toevery Native, I ſhall here give you ſome 
Rules (before I come to the reſt of the Hou- 
ſes in order) to know whether the Native will 
be y happy or unforrunate 1n the courſe 
of hus life, when ; for ſome live ſplendid- 
I y in their Youth, and beg in their old Age; 
others live meanly in their Youth , and are 
glorious at their Ends;but others live famouſly 
hoth in wealch and honour all their Days. 

Thereſore obſerve, —— If in a Nativity four 
Planers or more arc Eſſentially ſtrong, in Houſe 
or Exalratioh , or in murual Reception from 
the ſame Dignirics 3 ir ſignifies a moſt excel 
lent Fortune, and the Native (hall be gencrally 
fortunate 1n the ations of his whole life 3 — 
on the contrary , 1f many Planers ſhall be in 
their Derrunent, Falls, Peregrine, Cadent 
and withour Reception ; it makes rhe Narive 
live obſcurcly, nuſcrably , and poor without 
a Miracle.

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CHAP. IX 


Of Wealth and Riches, the Judgment of 
the fecond Howe. 


He Ancicnt Aſtrologers have differed 
much about the Judgment of rhis Houle; 
Ptolemy takes his Judgment from the &;, and 
irom thoſe Planets who have dominion in the 
place thereof ; bur the Aralians uſe other Ne- 
thods in this Judgment, whoſe diverſuics of 
Opinions I ſhall here omi:r, 1 being in this 
place defigned rather to perform things for 
Profic than Speculation ; and cherefore 1 ſhall 
endeavour to lay down the moſt authenrick 
Rules, delivered both by the Ancient and Mo- 
dm Aftrologers 1n thee iculars, — 
And tor the Bcnetir of the young Student , 
| will be more large in the Judgmear of this 
tlouſe, than any before me have been ; be- 
cauſe it is the moſt uſcful parr of this Science, 
in all kind of Predittions; for there can be 
no great advancement , but Riches are annexed 
as a Companion to.it : Hence it ig thar Riches 
are bur the Product of Dignity , Honours , 
the favour of ; rinces, Marriage, &c. There- 
fore that Narive that 1s born to an Efſtate,comes 
within the Judgment of this Houſe, whether 
his Induſtry ſhall be 1mployed in the keeping 
and increaſing of hs Eſtare , or profuſely 
ſpending or conſuming of 1t , which by inge- 
mous men may be done divers ways. -— e's

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the pruncrpal ching to be known in che Judy 
gr his Houle, 1s, which be the Gd:

joyned - But beſides this Holy authority , the 
reading of Moral Hiſtory informs us , that the 
more every Nation had of honeſty and whol- 
om Laws, by ſo mucly the more they reſpe- 
ted Marriage, and with the greater ſeverity 
puniſhed outragious Luſt and Whoredom ; 
therefore this Judgment of Marriage is only to 
be underſtood of Ss before-menrioned Sacred 
Method of Union; ——- and-not of rhat con- 
ſuited order prattiſed among the Barbarians, 
Turks, and the greateſt part of Africz, thar 
we Man may have many Wives ; nor doth 1t 
relate 16 thoſe Countries or Perſons who are 
conſtrained ro I've an impure fnele life ; © 
wh Places and Pertons this Doftrine is vuſc- 
is ; and therefore it rakes place only in choie 
Couryrics where the Law allows Man's a»%:- 
"/4# librrum a choice, freely enthker ro Marry 
one Woman, or forbxar all. 
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And this Judgment of Marriage hath many 
Circumſtances , and differently perrain to 
Men and Women; and I hail accordingly 
divide them into rwo parts, and firſt increat of 
the Marriages of Men.
